LONDON, March 20.—Hundreds of 
thousands of pounds’ worth of art treas- 
ures have been stolen from royal palates 
and great mansions en the Continent 
and the loot brought to this country and 
America’ by refugees and “‘ traffikers.” 
An official of the British Antique Deal- 
ers’ Association said today that among 
the articles stolen is the baton of Em- 
peror Francis. ‘ 

To protect the dedlers, in this country 
from this traffic the association is de- 
vising plans to stop the thieves from 
selling the stolen goods. The Scotland 
Yard police are also aiding searchers for 
some of these treasures, more particu- 
larly those which were stolen from 
Austria. . ;

pg curious story. An Anglo-Ameri- 
dicate of art dealers, with 4 cap- 
ital of nearly £3,000,000, has been pro- 
jected to acquire some of ‘the m ificent 
collections from the royal p Ss in 
Austria if official tebienition could be 
obtained for the negotiations.

People Cannot Be Refused the Right 
to Repeat-Legislation, Demo- 
cratic Leader Replies.

* WASHINGTON, March 20:—Wayne B. 
Wheeler, general counsel of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, asserted to- 
day- that the. declaration of Senator 
Hitchcock, leader of the Administration 
forces in the Senate, in favor of an 
amendment to the prohibition code per- 
mitting light wines and beers will array 
against him the prohibition neetiment, of 
the nation. 

‘‘It ought to defeat him,” said: Mr. 
Wheeler,; ‘‘ not only ,as a,candidate at 
the Democratic convention; but for lead- 
érship in the Senate. He had given 
many people to understand that he had 
changed his position on this question 
and would stand for an enforcement of | 
the national prohibition code. To cham- | 
pion a beer and wine amendment is 
nothing short of: an attack upon law 
enforcement. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court on the'war prohibition act 


not only sustains the one-half of 1 per 
cent. standard but calls attention to the 
fact that State Legislatures and State 
Supreme Court decision deem it neces- 
sary to define that term in order to have 
effective enforcement of the law 

“‘ The court surveyed the ‘legislation of 
the prohibition States and court de- 
cisions, . showing that as strong or 
stronger standards were. justified and 
‘ that the definition provided by the Vol- 
stead act is not an arbitrary one. 

“ Practically all the prohibition laws 
in the States have as strong or stronger 
a standard® as that in. the Volstead 
act. The eandidates who advocate beer 
and- wine amendments will be in —- 
tion to the laws of most of the States 
and the experience in the States that 
the standard in the Volstead act is es- 
sential, if we are’ to have law enforce- 
ment. 

ge Beer and wine amendments have 
been repeatedly defeated in Congress, in 
State Legislatures and by the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people in Michigan, 
Colorado, Washington and many other 
States. This beer and wine movement 
is the entering wedge to destroy prohibi- 
tion. No one will be fooled by it after 
reading the history of it in the States.”’ 

Senator Hitchcock at once issued a 
reply nolang that Mr. Wheeler had 
misunderstood his position. 

“TI have noticed,” said Senator Hitch- 
cock, “the criticism made by.

Noted Collector of Rare Books: 
and Prints, Was 82. 








AUTHOR OF RARE WORKS 





He Was ‘a Founder and Former 
President of Grolier Club ‘and 
Once Treasurer of Art Museum. 





William Loring Andrews, a: retired 
merchant who had devoted himseif.;for 
Many years to the collection of rare 
books and. prints, died yesterday at his 
home, 16 East Thirty-eighth Street. He 
was borh in this cit} if 1837, a descend- 
ant of William Andrews, one of John 
Davenport's colonists who settled New 
Haven in 1638. His father, Loring An- 
dréws, was head of a prosperous leather 
house; and after a private school educa- 
tion and a year’s training in the office 
the: son ~.was sent to South America to 
ee the: bust: of hide-buying. 

857 he rned to New York and 
dutnied the firm. ._He pursued the career 
of:a leather merchant until 1878, when 
he retired from the concern, then. called 
Loring Andrews Sons, and rated among 
the leaders of the ‘‘ Swamp.’ 

Mr. Andrews was one of the founders 
of the Grolier Club and its second Pres- 
ident; for many years a trustee of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, its hon- 
orary Librarian. and for a time_ its 
Treasurer; founder’ and only President 
of the Society of Iconophiles. The only 
business. institutions with -which he 
maintained a connection were the. Bank 
of Savings, of which he was a trustee, 
the Continental Life Insurance 
Company, of which he was a director. | 
His many clubs included the Cent 
and Union League of this city, the Club 
of Odd ‘Volumes of Boston} the Eliza- 
bethan Club of Boston and the Saville 
of London. 

Like the names of his clubs the titles 
of his writings are both irteresting in 
mselves and indicative of the genu- 
ineness and ‘intensity .of his tastes, 
which were of a sort probably not so 
frequent among New York merchants 
of the present day.

Great Britain; France and Holland 
formed an alliance to guarantee that 
peace. The next year, 1718, Austria 
came into the alliance, the Emperor 
kindly consenting to add himself to the 
guarantors of the peace in consideration 
of Sicily, which.was ceded to him, the 
Duke of Savoy at the same time receiv- 
ing Sardinia and being promoted King.

A large part of European history, the 
essence and pemmican of the old diplo- 
matic and dynastic system, of the Bal-' 
ance of Power, is, found in those words 
of the historian. 

Shifting alliances, treaties made to be 
broken,’ seeret treaties, almost continual] 
wars—that was the Europe of the 
eighteenth century. Looking back to it. 
a historian writing in the nineteenth 
‘century admired as “a solid and happy 

e for Europe” and a wonder of per- 
anency a peace that lasted more than 
twelve years.- As a@ matter of fact, 
Europe was~on the verge of a general 
war. in 1725.. Spain, which had lost 
most by the Peace of Utrecht, had made 
war on Austria. France and England 
had intervened. England had sunk the 
Spanish fleet. Louis XV. of France 
at 15 married 25-year-old MarE 
LECZYNSK!, daughter of STANISLAUS, 
sometime King of Poland. The Spanish 
Infanta of 10 who was to have been his 
‘bride was packed off to Spain. Spain 
and Austria, so lately at each other’s 
throat, formed an alliance. By a secret 
treaty they agreed that Misforca and 
Gibraltar be given back to Spain and 
the pretender made King of England. 
This same year, 1725, Great Britain, 
France, Sweden, Hanover and Prussia 
made an alliance. In 1729 Puuup V. of 
Spain confirms a defensive alliance with 
England and France. 
the War of the Polish Succession in 1733. 
Observe that not until the nineteenth 
century was the existence known of a 
secret treaty between France and Spain 
directed against English trade in the 
West Indies. 

That was the old system. 
the system to which Europe and the 
world must return unless there is an 
effective League of Nations. It is idle 
to expect that. democratic nations will 
be -less likely to go to war than the 
nations which were so long the pawns of 
dynasties, The famous War of Jen- 
kins’s Ear was forced‘ by the English 
mob and trading interests against Sir 
Rosert WALPoLR’s strong objection. In 
our own time we have seen the German 
people ferociously eager for war of con- 
quest, Shifting alliances, secret treaties, 
‘balance of power, war—that was the old

_Almost anybody can invent taxes. It 
is-only necessary to run through the list, 
find one that is productive, and double 
it. Just in that simple and easy way 
it is proposed to double the tax on stock 
sales, turning seven millions of revenue 
into fourteen. So the Chairman of the 
Assembly Committee upon Taxation as- 
sures us his bill would work. The 
money would come out of Wall Street, 
and Representative KiTcHIN has a right 
to be jealous of the infringement on his 
patent. There is another sort of tax in- 
vention which seeks to stop piling of 
tax on tax. Thus there are many 
estates which have been subject to in- 
heritance. taxes in several States,’ and 
Secretary Houston has an idea about 
stopping that robbery of dead and living 
alike. Writing to the Controller of Cali- 
fornia, Secretary HOySTON proposes 
that the Federal Government take over 
the machinery of States for the admin- 
istration of inheritance tax laws, collect 
all the money and pay to the States an 
‘*equitable proportion."’ 


That is a step toward comity in taxa- 
tion which long has been a necessity, 
and would both simplify and reduce the 
burden on the liying and enlarge the 
benevolence of the dead. No State, nor 
any State'in connection with the nation, 
would venture to, propose in a single tax 
law such confiscatio as has heen real- 
ized in recent 

The idea is nat pO ‘by this ex- 
ample. For instance, no State contrib- 
uted anything as a State toward the 
cost of winning the war, but all the 
States made hatte with one accord to 
issue tax-exempt’ securities to compete 
with Liberty bonds on which 20,000,000 
patriotic investors are losing’ money 
in discount. There have been several 
responsible proposals that the Liberty 
issues should have a monopoly of ex- 
emption from Federal taxation, but 
lawyers have made difficulties about do- 
ing so by Federal statute: However 
that may. be, the §tates would help 
themselves by helping the Liberty bonds 
to the extent of taxing’ the incomes from 
local bonds, That it would hinder the 
lavishness with which they are: being 
issued is an added attraction,

MAINE'S CENTENARY. 
_ Maine, it is said, attract.. more Sum- 
mer visitors than any other State in the 
Union. And it probably attracts more 


‘sportsmen. The tally of deer killed in 


the open season is the highest, and if the 
fish caught in its lakes and rivers could 
be counted jt would appeat that in no 
other State is the angler so successful, 
A great part of Maine is still vrilderness, 
although lumbering is one of the State’s 
The value 
of the timber product cannot be less than 
$20,000,000 annually. Seventy-nine per 
cent, of the area is forest. Nature soon 
heals the scars made by the axe, and a 


hill, cleared waves and soughs with. 


spruce or pine tn thirty years. Maine 
will always have a wilderness. In 1900 
there were 23,000 square miles of stand- 
ing timber. No man can walk abroad in 
his sleep without risking a fall into lake 
water in Maine. In no other State is 
there so muth coast-line, turning upon 
itself in thousands of coves and reaches, 
nor is there anywhere a more beautiful 
coast. 

It is because Maine has an infinite 
variety of mountains, forest and sea- 
shore, so many old-fashioned New Eng- 
land towns and quaint fishing settle- 
ments filled with the monotone of At- 
lantic surges, that outsiders who swell 
the population between June and Octo- 
ber ‘think of Maine only as a Summer 
resort State. When they return this. 
year Maine as a Commonweaith will 


be more than a hundred years old. Last’ 


Monday its people celebrated the cen- 


.tenary of its admission to the Union as 


a State. Virginia entered the Union 
thirty-two years earlier, in 1788, a few 
months later than. Massachusetts, and 
yet, as a chronicler of Pemaquid points 
out, “‘ not alone at Jamestown, neither at 
“New Amsterdam nor at Plymouth, are 
“to be found all the charm and ro- 
“mance, the difficulties, war and in- 
“trigue of very early discovery and 
“ settlement of our land.”

Matuer describes how Pups, with a 
force of 450 men under three Captains, 
toiled at the great .fortification, “the 
strongest. the British had in America,” 
until in 1692 it was ready “to declare 
“and to maintain the claim and the 
“rights of the English to the Bastern 
X territory, . and to.restrein the Indians, 
“from erieroachments on the Western 
“ settlements.”

VOYAGES OF WORDS. 


We‘all know what an army of French 
words has billeted itself permanently 
upon the English language. Not so many 
of us think of the interchange of prison- 
ers, so to speak, between French and 
English, of the numerous English words 
naturalized in French.| In sport, of 
course, this English contingent was to be 

“ Champion,” “ ring,” “ knock- 
out,” “coming man,” “ singles,” “ foot- 
ball,” “touring club,” “ skating rink ”"—~ 
long is the list of such English words in 
French. Even the French labor dialect 
has suffered some English infusions— 
“trade union,” “lockout,” “leaders.” 
There is even the lovely verb “ lock- 
outer.” “ Whisky” and “pale ale” and 
other exported names of sin must mostly 
remain unmentionable here. 

The war has introduced “ boy scouts,” 
hardly to be recognized in its French 
pronunciation, “ scoots.” “ Tancks ” 
and “nurses” are familiar words in 
contemporary French. At a theatre or 
railroad office you are almost as likely 
to get a “ticket” as a “billet.” “On 
the golf links,” wrote an English collec- 
tor of French Anglicisms last year, “ one 
“may hear ‘J’ai droppé une balle’ in- 
“ stead-of the clumsy ‘laissé tomber,’” 
“ Lavatory ” has suffered a sea change. 
In Paris it means a barber shop where 
you can get a shampoo. 

From an Oxonian in Belgrade, writing 
to. The Lendon Spectator, we hear of 
the excursions. of English words into 
Serbia. Some of them are slightly 
Serbified, but easily recognized. For 
example, “ aeroplan,” of budget,” “ klub,” 
“ miting,” “ shtrai ” “ drednot.” 
“Transport” has made its way un- 


amended. “Submarine” has come in 
from the French in the form of 
“symaren.” Tanks are “ tankovi.” No

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PRAISE OF COLLEY CIBBER, 


“Off with his head! ‘So much for 
Buckingham.” Mr. JOHN BARRYMORE’S 
production of “Richard III.” attempts 
to. condense two spacious historical 
dramas of SHAKESPEARE into a single 
evening, yet cannot forbear an occasional 
line. interpolated by CoLLzy CrppeR—the 
man who made “ Cibberized’. Shake- 
speare ” infamous through the centuries. 
Here is one of the paradoxes of fame. 
CrpBeR was a successful playwright and 
admired comedian, an acknowledged wit 
and Poet Laureate, a masterly critic of 
Shakespearean acting and a genial, 
sprightly friend; yet no man was ever 
more widely and persistently despised.

CrsBER’s method was to open the play 
with an act that was essentially his own, 
though he wrote into it passages taken’ 
from the latter pages of “The Third 
Part of Henry. VI.” together with 
lines from the opening of “ Richard III.” 
With fine pathos and grewseme dramatic 
effect the act develops the plight of the 
old King and his murder by Richard. 
In the subsequent. acts lesser liberties are 
taken, but generally with as intelligent 
@ purpose and often with as happy a re- 
sult. Mr. BARRYMorRE’s version refrains 
from any fundamental reconstruction, 
but falls into an error which, though 
superficially less open to censure, is 
deeply destructive of dramatic effect. | 
Beginning with the very first scene of 
“The Third Part.of Henry VI.,”: in 
which the boy Richard flourishes the 
sévered head of Somerset, it skips 
lightly from murder to murder thrpugh- 
out the piece. When the true play of 
Richard is reached, so much time has 
been spent that drastic cutting is neces- 
sary. The sweep of great drama is lost, 
and with it the sense of “ old, unhappy, 
far-off things and battles long 2g0. . 
The entire evening is made up of elegant 
éxtracts of villainy—a concatenation of 
grewsome murders blithely dispatched. 
For his personal performance Mr. BARRy- 
MORE deserves richly the praise that has 
been so freely given; yet there are times 
when the reduplication of murders ceases 
to be impressive and comes dangerously 
near to tickling the risibilities. Crook- 
back Richard without a play is hardly 
more effective than “ Hamlet” would 
be without the Prince. The time 
must eventually come when the CipBER 
version, with all its superficial inepti- 
tudes, will be recognized as the point of 
departure in any attempt to make a play 
of “ Richard III.” 

Even Crser’s power in phrasing has 
been rather unduly despised. His 
talent for the stirring and memo- 
rable dramatic line was supreme. In his 
version of “ Richard III.” two phrases 
stood out. One came when Richard, un- 
nerved and shaken by the ghostly ap- 
paritions, pulled himself together and 
took fire to face the final combat: 
“ Richard is himself again!” The other 
came when he rushed upon the stage, his 
army shattered and himself unseated: 
“A horse, a horse!’ My kingdom for a 
horse!" -One of these lines is by CrsBer 
and, as such, presumably bald melo- 
drama; the other is by SHAKESPEARE and 
presumably a stroke of character in ac- 
tion—high drama. Can any one whe 
does not know be certain which is whose?

Is it not time 
that the man who, gave back to the acted 
drama the great figure of Richard III.

DE VALERA'S SPEECHES, 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

We notice in The London Times an article 
from its New York correspondent on a speech 
made in New York by Mr, de Valera, Presi- 
dent of the self-styled Irish Republic, in 
which he said that the Ireland he stood for 
wanted Germany to win the war and would 
always support any enemy of Great Britain, 
We would appreciate the opportunity of ex- 
pressing a few thoughts on the situation like- 
ly to be cpeated by such utterances. 

We take it that the majority of the people 
of America, and know that the majority of 
the people of England and Scotland desire 
the continuation of cordial relations hetween 
the two .countries, believing that such a 
bond ig the best guarantee of a permanent 
world peace. This desire does not imply that 
each country will approve wholeheartedly ‘of 
all the policies of the other, for there are 
rightly many true American? who sympa; 
thize with the wrongs which Ireland has suf- 
fered in the past and desire that she should 
attain 4 settlement as far as possible in ac- 
cordance with her. wishes, Howéver, it must 
be borne in mind that Great Britain has 
remedied the agrarian and the economic in- 
justices of the past, and her stateamen are 
now making sincere efforts to effect a fair 
adjustment pf the whole question. 

Moreever, there is no reason why this 
question, which is after all a foreign one, 
should be thrust into the limelight in Ameri- 
ca. Britain is our closest blood ally, and 
the toleration of an avowed enemy of Great 
Britain, such as de Valera, making anti- 
British threats and distorting the minds of 
American citizens, is net calculated to pre- 
serve friendly relations’ but to destroy them, 
Furthermore, such propaganda in a neutral 
country ig not likely really to help’ the cause 
of Ireland, Tet America, ag in days of yore, 
remain for the Americans and net become 
the mouthpiece of the Irish-Americans. Let 
Mr. de Valera and his trouble-makers return 
to Ireland and use their eloquence on the 
British and Ulstermen who in the end must 
make the decisions which will finally settle 


the question.

formulation of plans for the general 
peace settlement and future world wel- 
fare. 

The rapid march of évents in Asia

tative decisions relative to the Turkish 
settlement; have been followed by the 
Kappiat coup d’état in Germany and the 
subsequent revival of Spartacide efforts 
to seize power. These developments, 
inseparably linked with the general 
Buropean economic and political situa- 
tion; may open startling new chapters 
4m the history of the whole world. 


The Turkish Complication. 


The Turkish situation has been com- 
plicated by the Turkish massacres of Ar- 
menians in’ Cilicia, the spread of the 
nationalist movement headed by Mus- 
tapha Kemal, and by the fact that the 
Entente powers did not have any practi- 
cal means to keep the situation in hand.

But equally does Russia figure in 
the more important problem of Ger- 
many.

Opinion in Washington is that these 
developments constitute, a stern warn- 
ing for the future.

As a matter of fact, the great pre- 
requisite of ‘France and England being 
able to obtain their contemplated repa- 
rations from Germany is the resumption 
of economic activities in Germany—the 
creation of a situation in which Ger- 
many, emerging from her present in- 
active and semi-anarchistic state, wouid 
become stabilized politically and resume 
national production on a large scale. 
Hardly any one expects that industrial 
production on such a scale can be 
achieved under a Spartacide government 
in Germany. There are few. practical 
statesmen who look for such production 
under a Socialist régime, the basis of 
large production at present being private 
property and individual initiative, which 
are inconsistent with the Socialist trend 
of thought.

928. At present prices the value would |

Some Effects of the. ‘System of 
» Industrial ‘Democracy. in. 
New England’ Mill. 


Many tiitngs are expected of the in- 
dustrial: democracy. system- by manu- 
facturing concerns which have: installed 
it, but, according to an executive of a 
well-known hosiery ‘comipany, .its instal- 
lation in. the latter's yPlants will have 
been worth while “ ‘tit does; no’ more 
than it already’ has done in improving 
the esprit de corps of the employes. It 
is ‘to too little of this spirit among the 
workers’ in the average mill, plant-or 
shop, the executive in question. asserts, 
that much ‘of the complaint of decreased 
production canbe charged. Yesterday 
he cited instances of how industrial de- 
mocracy has worked in the company’s 
plants to eliminate the’ every-man-for- 
himself idea among the. employes. 

**QOne of the most notable examples 
of the .spirit which industrial democ- 
racy instills in employes who really un- 
derstand its principles,’’ fe d, ** came 
up. in connection with the recent heavy 
snowstorms. ‘To make a long story. 
short, one of the company’s New E 
land. mills was in considerable -need: of 
raw silk. Without it the See plant 
would have to curtail. operations, and 
this; in turn,. would materially reduce 
the uction of finished hose. 

he company maintains its own 
motor truck ‘service between,this city 
and its New England mills, and in order 
to relieve the shortage of the raw ma- 
térial a truck piled high with silk set 
out from New York in the. midst. of a 
heavy storm. The going was so bad 
that the truck was able to make only 
New Haven by nightfall, and men -in 
the garage where the car was-put up 
for the hight told the chauffeur . that 
he would be stuck there for several days 
unless the unexpected happened. Karly 
the following morning it. had not yet 
happened, but the chauffeur and his as- 
sistant, armed. with .snow shovels, set 
out for the’ mill. 

‘‘ The snow, driven by high winds, had 
made the -roads next to impassable in 
many places, but. the silk-laden tewecke 
plug: on, aided where necessary by 
active use of the shovels. Over one 
perce ey bad stretch, fourteen miles 

length, the shovels ‘were wielded 
almost. constantly. - By late afternoon 
the truck had reached a place that de- 
fied the best efforts of the two men 
with it. They were ‘stuck,’ but even 
‘then they did a a give up. One of. them 
fo t his way. to the nearest telephone 
and informed the mill. Superintendent of 
their difficulty. A hastily, organized 
shovel brigade, which, incidentally, had 
ts own troubles, set out to dig them 
out. The place where the truck had 
been forced to stop was nine miles from 
the —e but the shovelers went to.work 
h 1 ¢€ work was hard and 
aroniael slow, but the tracks-of an-elec- 
tric railway running into the town were 
finally reached and the fight waa won. 

**1t was the spirit engendered by in- 
dustrial democracy: that prompted those 
two. men to put up the fight they did to 
get the needed silk to the mill.: No em- 
ployer would have had the right to ex- 
pect them to do what.they did, and 
nothing would have beef said if they 
had let.

* After: the electrician had had time to 
cool off,’’ the executive said, ‘‘ he real- 
ized that his hasty temper had cost him 
a good job that promised to be even bet- 
ter under the industrial democracy sys- 
tem. He applied to the Superintendent 
for reinstatement, but this was refused. 
Then he went to the President of the 
pe grange & who, after a careful review 
of the tuation, told him that there was 
just one way in which he could get his 
job back. The electrician ask what 
it was, but the President told him that 
he would have to figure it out for him- 

self. This. the former proceeded to do, 
with the result that a day or two later 
he called at the home of the battered

WANT BETTER SERVICE. 


Complainta” of Delay In Exprese|_ 
Shipments to New ‘Orleans. 
Acting through the Retail Merchants’ 
Bureau of the New Orléans Associatio 
of © Commerce, the retail dry. goods mer- 
chants of the: South havé:asked the co- 
operation of the United Waist League 


of America in order that express ship- 


ments of merchandise “purchased by 
them in this city may be délivered with- 
in a reasonable time, rather than after 
the “extraordinarily long delays that 
have occurred during the last two years. 
In’ its letter to.the league, the New Or- 
leans association points out that it is 
to the interest of. the local manufactur- 
ers to see that these merchants get 
their ‘goods as promptly as possible, and 
that, consequently, they should aid in 
the latter's fight: for t.tter express 
service. : 

“It. is recognized by the league,” 
says. a statement issued yesterday, 
“that during: the war period the ex- 
press service was handicapped by the 
seizure of their cars for the transporta- 
tion of war. materials, so that the Ex- 
press Company had to use freight cars 
which could not be run at more than 
nominal speed. It further recognizes 
the fact that the past Winter has been 
a hard one, ang“has demoralized the 
express service to a great extent. But 
despite: all of this, and learning from 
the past, the United Waist League of 
America will insist that the express 
Company. prepared itself, for bad 
weather conditions, in order that New 
York. may its supremacy as a 
market and that the retail mercaant 
-who buys here and the manufacturer 
who sells here may not have their busi- 
nesses paralyzed because of inadequate 

preparations by the company. 

“In its letter” the. New Orleans <Asso- 
ciation of Commerce states definitely 
that the only satisfaction which indi- 
vidual retailers, rétailers’ . associations, 
and individual..manufacturers have re- 
ceived’ from complaints registered with 
the express company were promises of 
‘investigation.’ This. organization® fur- 
ther declares: that its members, the re- 
tailers of New Orleans, are doing busi- 
ness under a serious handicap because 
of this condition. ‘Our members are 
willing to allow for reasonable delays, 

use of strikes and storms un- 
precedented volumes of business,’ says 
the letter, ‘ but the express service has 
become so poor that conditions have. be- 
come intolerable.’ ’’ 

The United Waist League of America 
will take direct. action on this matter, 
oe is planning for a meeting with ex- 

officials. In discussing the matter, 
veomtire Director M: Mosessohn yester- 
day asserted that, while some of the of- 
fictals of the express company have 
taken cognizance of -he seriousness of 
the situation, others apparently do not 
realize that lack of proper distribution 
may occasion a paralysis of whole in- 
dustries deyoted to fashions. 
‘We sympathize with the expfess 
coereny officials in the many troubles 
that they have,’’ said Mr. Mosessohn, 
ople y 
for service, and we must insist that 
conditions to which we were subjected 
recently be not repeated in the future. 
The letter of the New Orleans Associa- 
tion of Commerce is certainly plain 
enough and reflects the sentiments not 
only. of the retailers of that city but 
of ‘the retailers ail over the country. 
The interests of the ready-to-wear husi- 
ness are too enormous to allow for a 
-distribution system, and if there 
anything that the manufacturers can 
do to expedite eigenets: all that the 
express company officials have to do is 


to notify ,us and we certainly will do 
our part." 


RAW SILK MARKETS. 


No Business, of Consequence Re- 
ported from Any of Them. 


The Japanese -raw silk market both 
advanced and. declined last week. Dur- 
ing the closing days of the week quota- 
tions were on the -basis of 3,270 yen, 
and the demand, which earlier in the 
week was rather large, fell off again. 
Visible.stock at Yokohama was placed’ 
at. 13}000 bales by cables received heré 
by A. P. Villa & Bros., Inc. 
~The Canton market was very quiet, 
and prices gave way a little. Reelers 
were indifferent, however, as sales of 
new crop silks were said to have ex- 
ceeded 10,000 bales. Shanghai * was 
easier, and holders offered steam 
filatures at about $1 a pound under the 
prices of the prec gS week. Tsatlees 
and tussahs were Ynchanged, but no 
important transactions in them took 
place. 

Cables from Milan said that European 
manufacturers have started to buy 
heavily again there, and. that prices 
have become very firm as a _ resilt. 
Reelers were reported optimistic of the 
future and were offering silks sparingly. 
American buyers, however, continued to 
hold off. In the local market there was 
very little buying done, although in- 
quiries -were numerous. The undertone 
of the market, however, appeared to be 
good. Manufacturers reported more 
business. in . finished silks, 
from the West.

But the Conca’ in the Buyer’ 8 
Viewpoint Has Lesgened the. 
Blow Very. ‘Much. 


While the boss may. have his problems: 
these days ‘trying to figure out whether 
the public will. pay further price ad- 
vances, salesmen are.wondering whose 
sét of books they nrust read to gét their 
customérs to wave aside all objections. 
and purchase jn their accustomed style. 
It is going to be a difficult. task, and 
many salesmen are wondering how much 
harder prohibition is going to make it. 
With the order producers ‘of the first 
rank, prohibition has no terrors, but 
others, who, if the truth -were told, 
leaned rather heavily on the “’ sportive " 
prop while the country was wet, must 
have’ some doubts about their ability to 
base their salesnianship on sounder 
roundaiions. 4 

That a liberal distribution . of wet 
guvus at psychologicai and other mo- 
ui¢nis uad the tendency of encouraging 
au buying mood has been a fact not dis- 
regardeu by even some of the most re- 
spected seliers of merchandise.

“1 am remimded of the story of the 
salesman whv spent almost an entire 
day working on tne stock of one retailer, 
puiting it mto. order and generally at- 
tending to a much-needed housecleaning. 
At tne end of tne day he was, naturaily, 
very hungry and invited the merchant 
to dine with him. To his surprise the 
offer was turned down with a mumblea 
explanation about ‘* obligations.’ ‘This 
was the last straw of a hard day’s work, 
and the saiesman took great pains to 
describe at length his starving condition 
and then said, ‘Well, man alive, you 
buy the diuner; Jul buy it, or we'll 
tyss for it, put whatever we do let’s eat, 
im Starved to death.’ 

‘There. is a certain psychology at- 
tached to reversing. the previous state 
of affairs ana ictiung the puyer do the 
‘entertaining. As many-mercaants have 
weaned themseives away from accept- 
ing favors, I find many’ of them dis- 
posed to accept a chance to do a few 
tavors themseives. And the effect, when 
they. are dealing with high-class. men, is 
just.as good and better than \if the 
sa.esman were adding to his expense 
account. I have been rather surprised 
at the ready acceptance of buyers to pay 
the charges. Tnen, of course, if the 
proposition of some form. of entertain- 
ment is put up to them that way it’s 
easier to get rid of that sense of obliga- 
tion and the way is protey we.! cleared 
for the .salesman to his turn. After 
all, the well-trained salesman who keeps 
right up to the mark in his information 
concerning cendftions is some one. the 


ius own benefit."’ 

Another salesman, traveling the New 
Eng and territory, described the system 
that made the dry spots in that section 
wet. ie was not fearful that his future 
visits might be marred by the coming 
of prohibition. He admitted, however, 
that an ‘“allotment’”’ of hard liquor 
based on purchases of goods would 
prove ah attraction that some merchants 
would not overlook. 

““It -was’ only yesterday,’’ he said, 
“that I heard several retailers talxing 
over various lines to be had in the 
market. One of these-merchants, after’ 
hearing the others out, launched forth 
into praise of one seiling organfZation. 
The people connectel hi all that firm, he 
agreéd, were about-the best in the trade 
to do ‘business with: ‘The ‘ine of goods 
was, generally speaking, very fair. But 
his clinching argument was that the 
salesmen for this house were liberally 
distributing bottled goods as well as sell- 
ing dry goods. 

“There is bound to be a handicap in 
favor of the house that. continues its 
hospitality, all other things being equal, 
especially with a certain class of cus- 
tomers who have depended more or less 
on salesmen to keep them supplied with 
liquor. The suggestion I have to offer 
is that the salesmen take up medicine, 
so that they will be able to fix up pre- 
scriptions when needed.’

Writing some months ago, Mr. Spargo 
said; ‘‘ Even if Germany does not re- 
turn to rchism—which is not yet 
assured—as.a capitalist-miltarist repub- 
lic she can be as aggressively imperial-

LEXANDRE DUMAS won his first 
fame in France as a playwright; 
he was a valiant. leader ‘of the 
Romanticist Revolt; his ‘* Henri 
TTt.”" was produced at the Théa- 

tre’ Francais a full year before. the 
trumpet of ‘‘ Hernani’’ caused the hol- 
low walls of Classicism to fall with a 
‘‘ Henri ITI." withstood the or- 
deal. by fire before the footlights in 1829; 
and Dumas wrote many more plays in 
the. following forty years. He died. in 
1870, just half a century ago, in the 
dark days of French defeat after Sédan 
and the siege of Paris. His dramatic 
works fill twenty-five volumes in the 
convenient edition. of Calmann-Levy. He 
had the untiring industry and the tnex- 
baustible fecundity of Lope de Véga. 
He must. be classified asia playwright 
of marvelous. dexterity rather than as 
@ great dramatist; but he was a born 
playmaker with an instinctive under- 
standing of story and:situation, with an 
extraordinary deftness of execution and 
an intuitive felicity of craftsmanship 
which is ever the delignt of those. who 
seek to spy out the secrets of the stage. 
He was a master playwright even if ‘we 
feel that the filial piety of his son over- 
praised him, when it declared him to be 
“the master of the modern drama,’’ 
unrivalled in ‘“‘tragedy, historical 
drama, the drama of manners and the

But comparatively few of the plays of 
Dumas, many as they were and varied 
in theme and in method, ever estab-

and outside of France. Dumas is known 
not as the author of ‘* Henry Il.,’’ but 
as the author of .the ‘° Three Guards- 
men’ and. of ‘‘ Monte Cristo.”’

Many tuberculous patients have 
not the means to seek climatic care, and 
would rather court the dangers of re- 
maining at home or at work than enter 
the sanitarium or hospital.

EW YORK and Paris have come 

nearer together on the crea- 

' tion: of new styles this Spring

Behind in Its Building Needs 





The beginning of the present hous- | 
‘ing shortage in the United States 
dates back to ‘the year 1907, since 
which date less and less cubic feet 
of construction has been available 
per. person. . The low water mark 
was reached in November, 1918, w 
construction was but 4 per cent. of 
normal, During the 
months construction gradually picked 
up and reached its maximum in 
October, 1919. Authorities agree that 
during ‘the gradual slowing down of 
‘construction from 1907: to 1919, the 
United States fell behind at least one 
year in its building output and that 
it will take several years, under 
favorable conditions, to make. this 
shortage good. + 

It is estimated that the average 
yearly expenditure for building con- 
struction throughout’ the United 
States before the war amounted to 
at least four billion dollars, expressed 
in present, day values. It is esti- 
mated that the raidroads are at least 
two billion dollars behind in con- 
struction; that rapid transit facilities, 
water power and canals require at 
least one billion dollars,: and for 
highways a half billion dollars has 
already been appropriated. The 
building of dwellings is dependent 
upon general construction. It was 
estimated by the United States Labor 
Department’ at the close of the war 
that the United States was in need 
of 1,000,000 homes. x 














OPPOSE GIBBS BILL. 


Objections. Ralsed to’ Proposed 
Change In, Mortgage Rates. 
The Real Estate Owners Protective 
Association, which: includes in its mem- 
bership a number of the most prominent 
real estate owners of the city, has 
called a mass .meeting to be held on 
Thursday evening, March 25, 1920, at 
8:30 P. M., at the Hotel Majestic, Cen- 
tral Park West and Seventy-second 
Street, to protest against the bill now 
pending in the Legislature, introduced 
by Senator Gibbs of Buffalo, which 
would make it lawful for holders of 
mortgages to charge 7, 8 and even 9 per 

cent. on real estate mortgages. 
City Magistrate Joseph 8S. Schwab, 
who has been President of this associa- 
tion for many years, strongly criticised 
the proposed legislation yesterday. He 
declared : 
“The Gibbs bill, introductory No. 357, 
print. No. 364, authorizing increased 
rates on mortgages, secured by real es- 
tate, is a-vicious piece of proposed legis- 
lation. If enacted into law it would 
mean that practically all mortgage rates 
would go up to 7% and 8 per cent, Sav- 
ings banks, trust companies, insurance 
companies and even private lenders 
would no longer think of loaning money 
at 5. and: ae but. would ube. 
' guaranteed * mort=' 
gages. .from the..mbrtgage guarantee 
companies yielding at least 7 per cent. 
or more, and the fesult would be that 
everybody desiring to: loan money-.6n 
bond and mortgage would.then have to 
meét this uncalled for iniquitous exac- 
tion. It might even be that the exist- 
ing mortgages which are past due, of 
which there are hundreds and thousands 
in the City of New. York, Would. be 
called in so that the holders could place 
their money in new mortgages, yielding 
@ much higher rate of interest. 

“Tf the owners of réal estate thor- 
oughly appreciate the dangerous tenden- 
cy of this bill they will come in large 
numbers ,to the meeting on March 25, 
and appoint a large, powerful and ag- 
gressive committee to go to Albany and 
oppose legislation of this type.’’ 

John H. Scheier, consulting architect 
of the association, who is familiar with 
real estate and mortgage conditions be- 
cause of his experience as an architect 
and owner, said: 

‘* Mortgage money is scarce when it 
should be plentiful. Large rates of in- 
terest’ on mortgages mean more expense, 
to the owners of real estate, and this 
méans higher rents to the tenants. ‘The 
rent situation is bad enough; this bill 
would make it worse. If owners appre- 
ciate the danger they will take effect- 
ive neasures to defeat the Gibbs: bill.’’

OLD ESTATES BEING SOL 








Helped by Rapid Transit Rebuilding 
Movement, Begun Last Fall, . 
Is Steadily Gaining.

That part of lower Manhattan Iceland 
generally known as the Syrian business 
quarter, and which is having a rise in 
its real estate prices, has the Battery 
and Cedar Street for its south and north 
boundaries, respectively, a distaiice of 
five blocks and a width of two blocks 
from West Street as its westerly bound- 
ary, east to the westerly side of Green- 
wich Street or ‘“‘ Westy ’® and “‘.Green- 
wicha’’ Street as the Syrian accent 
generally has it, a distance of two 
blocks, with Washington Street which 
runs between them as its “‘ Fifth Ave- 
nue” or shopping centre. The cross 
streets between Battery Place and Cedar 
Street. are Morris, Rector, Carlisle and 
Albany Streets, the two latter having a 
length of only two blocks, from West 
to Greenwich. Streets. Rector Street: is 
a combination ‘of Thirty-fourth and 
Forty-second Streets, as. it is the prin- 
cipal cross street for shopping and a 
thoroughfare to the boats and railroad 
station. 

As every one knows, who is at ail 
familar with the history of New York, 
this section was the home of the aris- 
tocracy in the city’s early days. Among 
the present owners are still found the es- 
tates or individuals of the families of 
the Astors, Schermerhorn, Van Cort- 
landt, Livingstone, Edgar, Bell, Whit- 
ney, Floyd, Potter, Goelet, Gerry and 
Carow. (The latter is the family of 
which Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt is a 
member). 

None of the members of these families 
now either live or do business there. 
In fact, few if any of them even know 
what their properties look like, as they 
are all under the caré of real: estate 
firms. The buildings are now occupied 
by Syrians. principally, with a lesser 
proportion of Armenians, Greeks, and 
engaging in .banking and the 
importing of laces, kimonos, groceries, 
liquors until recently, tobacco, ‘brasses, 
and in fact. almost é¢verything that 
comes from ‘Syria and the countries sur- 
rounding it. ; 

Many of these people have become 
quite wealthy and own theif own 
of business, and some of them a 


tape sll paréela;: aqme of ‘whilch they: 
ve improved and made into good pro- 
however, give. a ‘very small return. I 
know of an instance whére 4 small par- 
cel purchased for about $35,000’ when the 
boom of 1907 and 1908 was on there, find 
that the books show a total cost today 
of about. $55,000 when interest on the 
investment is considered. ‘This is the 
danger run by present owners, who hold 
their properties just high enough to 
miss the present market. It was thougiit 
then 4s now that the financial district, 
only. two blocks away, would claim it 
and consequently greatly enhance its 
value.

Van Men Saggest Change of Leasing Dates as : 
Remedy for Moving Day Congestion on Oct. 1 





- New York moving van men, in seeking 
to avoid a repetition of last October’s 
moving day troubles, are actively agitat- 
ing among real estate owners, brokers 
and agents a movement to change the 
prevailing custom which makes the vast 
majority of apartment leases in. New 
York City expire’on Oct. 1. The moving 
men offer as a solution to the great 
congestion on this day the change in the 
leasing schedule that would make more 
terminate on Sept. 1 and Nov. 1 in 
order to equitably distribute the annual 


moving van interests but practically all 
the large public utilities corporations, the 
gas and electric light companies, . the 
telephone company and a host of small 
repairmen, painters, decorators, plumb-

Arthur: J: Morgan of Morgan &

First House Was Erected There in 
1657—-Now Surrounded by .

The sale last week of the 15 by 57 
foot parcel at the northwest corner of 
Pine and William Streets, on which is 
a substantial eleven-story office bulld- 
ing, calls attention to Broad Street’s 
tiniest plot, at the southeast corner of 
Stone Street, on which is the simple two- 
story brick structure dating back prob- 
ably half a century or more. Nearly 
twenty; years ago, when. plans were 
made for erecting the seven-story Tele- 
phone Company ‘Building occupying the 
remainder of the Broad Street block 


efforts were made.to acquire the small 
corner, which has a frontage on Broad 
Street of 10.6 feet and 20.3 feet on 
Stone Street. ‘The owners at that time 
adopted the policy frequently, employed 
in similar cases of thinking that the 
prospective ‘builders must have the odd 
plot at any cost, and accordingly held 
up ‘the price at a high figure, said to 
have been $50,000 or more. ' 

The telephone company very sensibly 
allowed the owners to keep ‘it, and. now 
the tall structure, entirely surrounding 
the small parcel, with a good frontage 
on Stone Street, has reduced the pos- 
sibility of any important improvement 
to a minimum,” In 1904 the plot was 
sold at foreclosure to Leonard Weill 
for $16,700, and a short time later’ he 
disposed, of it for about $20,000 to John 
E. Thrall. In 1909 Frederick W. Kroehle 
acquired possession, and last month it 
was again transferred for about $23,000 
to Richard Cohn. Its assessed value is 
$18,000, of which $12,500 représénts land 
value, ‘ 

Not only is this one of the smallest 
parcels of real estate on Manhattan 
Island, but it also has an interesting 
history, the most remarkable’ feature 
being that for more than two and a half 
centuries it has retained its original 
dimensions despite the radica) building 
transformations in the vicinity.
